NOTES ON FORCING TULIPS 


All Tulips in this book marked ‘’f’ are 
satisfactory for forcing. 

Single and Double Early Tulips can be 
brought into bloom as early as February Ist. 
Triumphs about February 10th, and the 
later forcing varieties about March Ist. 

Tulips should be potted in rich soil no 
later than November Ist for best results. 
Bury them in a well drained pit and cover 
with 12 to 18 inches of loose leaves, straw, 
etc. A cold, moist cellar or cave that does 
not go below 32 degrees is also very satis- 
factory.

Cultural Notes on Daffodils 


New bulbs are rarely ready before late September. Plant as 
early as possible for best results, although late planting is satis- 
factory. All varieties are hardy; in northern climates a mulch 
is assurance against freezing. 

Plant bulbs so that tip is covered 3 to 4 inches. Use Bone 
Meal or Superphosphate, avoid all manures when planting, and 
top dress the plantings in early March with commercial fertilizer. 
For long stems water the beds copiously whenever possible. 

For naturalizing effects plant bulbs irregularly. Cast the bulbs 
and plant in the position that they have fallen.

All varieties of Lilies listed on these pages shouid 
be planted at a depth of 8 to 12 inches with the ex- 
ception of L. Auratum and L. Candidum. Experience 
has shown that the optimum planting depth for these 
latter is 2 to 3 inches. 

Certain varieties of Lilies, Speciosum Rubrum among 
them, mature so late as to become available in late 
November. In severe climates to prevent the ground 
from freezing, we recommend that the soil be pre- 
pared and mulched heavily. Then, when the bulbs 
arrive, the mulch may be removed and the bulbs 
planted without difficulty.
